HE EVADED THE BRIDGE WATCH. 


MAN THIS TIME. 


He Dropped Off the Bridge Backward, 
Turned in Mid Air, Struck the 
Water Feet First and Was 
Not Hurt. 


Harry Harmon, one of the high divers 
performing at Forest Park Highlands, dived 
backwards from the Eads bridge at 12:40 
Pp. m. Thursday and suffered no injury. 


Harmon was attired in complete street 
dress except for the coat and hat when 
he dived. 

, The estimated extent of the drop was % 
eet. 

Hatfmon is the man who attempted to 
dive from the bridge last Monday and was 
prevented by the bridge watchman. 

He was charged with faint-heartedness 
because of his failure. He did not exhibit 
oor of that feeling Thursday. 

@ went over ‘the rail after an hour of 
| scheming to avoid interference by the po- 
liceman, who divined Harmon's intentions 


—— on the bridge, apparently waiting 
or something to happen. 

The policeman’s attention was eventual- 
ly withdrawn from Harmon by a ruse. 
Harmon's friends assembled near the St. 
Louis end of the bridge while the diver re- 
mained at the east end with two acquain- 
tances. 

When the policeman had followed the 
crowd to the St. Louls end, Harmon and 
the two with him sauntered along to a 
point about midway between the ticket 
taker’s office and the second pier. 

A skiff was in waiting about fifty feet 
above the epot Where armon stood. A 
tugboat towing a fleet of barges passed 
under the bridge directly beneath the diver.

There is talk of a considerable sum of 
money Dbelonging to the ‘proprietor of the 
garden having disappeared, but the nersons 
most interested In the matter refuse to dis- 
cuss ft. 

Oakland Park is leased by Henry Gruen, 
a Carondelet butcher, who is said to be 
wealthy. Mr. Gruen runs the saloon at- 
tachment to the park and exercises a gen- 
eral supervision over the entire place. He 
employed Arthur J. Nelson to manage the 
theatrical end of the business at the be- 
ginning of the season. 

“IT can't tell you a

but I don’t know who did it. ‘We found a 
lot of my property in Nelson’‘s trunk. He 
says they got mixed up with his clothes by 
mistake. In addition to what has been 
found, nearly $100 has been stolen from me.

DEPUTIES PROMPTLY NAMED. 


ST. LOUIS MEN ARE NOT SUOCESS- 
FUL EVEN THERE. 


Headquarters of the Inspector Will Be 
in St. Louis Where the Expected 
Contest May 
Stas. 


Governor Stephens Thursday morning an- 
nounced the appointment of G. A. Kena- 
more of Dent County as beer inspector un- 
der the act of the recent Leg'slature. 

Mr. Kenamore at once announced the ap- 
pointment of the following as deputies: 
Leon De Lisle, Florissant, St. Louls County; 
Thomag J: Lysight, St. Joseph; Charles J. 
Walden, Independence; John R. Baldwin, 
Jefferson City. 

The term of office of the inspector and his 
deputies is four years. The salary of the 


inspector ise $3000 a year and of his depu- 
ties $1600 each a year. , 

Mr. Kenamore served his county in the 
House of Representatives at one time and 
is now a deputy internal revenue collector. 
His duties in the latter position have given 
him ,gome experience with the manufac- 
ture of malt liquors and the Governor says 
he feels certain the appointment will cause 

eneral satisfaction. Dent County is in the 

‘strict of Senator Frank H. Farris, the 
author of the beer inspection law, and 
Kenamore was his candidate for the ap-. 
pointment. 

Mr. Kenamore had a conference with 
State Treasurer Pitts Thursday about the 
é6tamps that are necessary under the law, 
and which the Treasury Department must 
furnish. They will be printed at once. The 
Legislature appropriated $15,000 to pay the 
expenses of the office for two years. It 
is expected that the law will be contested 
and the office will produce no revenue for 
at least that time. 

The oy we of the beer inspector 
will be at St. Louis. Mr. Kenamore will 
appoint the chief clerk in the next tWo or 
three days. 

The brewers of the State will certainly 
contest the enforcement of the law. The 
ground of their contest will be that while 
the law purports to charge an inspection 
a Fay sl as a Sanitary a 7 
reality a rey asure, design to in- 
crewae the Thapee of the State. 

The tax amounts to 40 cents on the Dar- 
rel on beer manufactured for sale in this 
State and. beer imported into this State. 
Beer manufactured for sale out of the 
Staté is exempt from the tax, although it 
must be inspected. 

It is estimated that if the law is sus- 
tained, the revenue from it will amount to 
between $750,000 and $1,000,000 annually. All 
of this except the small amount neces- 
sary to pay the expenses of the collection 
of the tax goes into the general revenue of 
the State. 

Brewers have declared that the enforce- 
ment of the law is impracticable, that it 
will be impossible for the inspector to in- 
spect all the beer manufactured and im- 
ported into this State with the force of 
deputies provided by the law.

Baffled in their efforts to convict Dreyfus 
of the authorship of the bordereau; beaten 
in the attempt to show that he posessed the 
information referred in that document, and 
defeated on every vital point of the accusa- 
tions against the prisoner, Mercier and his 
allies place upon the witness stand Capt. 
le Brun Renault, who makes the postive 
statement that Dreyfus virtually admitted 
his guilt to him in making the following 
statement on the morning of the day the 
prisoner's uniform was torn from his per- 
son and his sword broken in the presence 
of the French army: 

“I am inocent. In three years my inno- 
cence will be acknowledged. The minister 
knows it well. He told Du Paty de Clam 
to tell me s0, some days ago, in my cell. 
He knows that if I communicated docu- 
ments to Germany they were of no im- 
portance, and it was to obtain more serious 
and more important documents.” 


DOES THE WITNESS LIE. 

There are vital defects in Le Brun Re- 
mault’s statement, and they may cause the 
fall of the whole fabric.

Capt. AMtoine, who was present at the 
degradation of Dreyfus, was the next wit- 
ness. eH testified that on leaving the pa- 
rade ground he met.Capt. D’Attel who in- 
formed hinestHat Dreyfus had made remark 
in his presence, the meaning of which to his

First, a formal confession that he had 
delivered documents; second, an allegation 
that the. documents were unimportant;

er: third, that in three years justice would 
be done him.

The vat single 
tract in the city at the time of his death 
lay in the northwestern part of the city be- 
ween what is now Bircher street, Bellefon- 
taine avenue, Florissant avenue, Marcus 
avenue and Thrush avenue. This com- 

rised about 300 acres. A more valuable 
ract lay between the east line of the com- 
mon fields about Fourth street and Jef- 
ferson avenue and Biddle and Mound 
streets, This comprised about 170 acres and 
is now knucwn as the Biddle estate. Besides 
this there were countless pieces of prop- 
erty in South St. Louls among them the 
convent vroperty at Broadway and Con- 
Ven: street. 

It is impossible to estimate the value of 
the property at Mullanphy’s death, but its 
Value .ow rune into millions. 

The acquisition of real estate was not 
difficult in the day of John Mullanphy. 
The old deeds show that the land at that 
time was of little value, although it is prob- 
able that the shrewd old pioneer foresaw 
that it would make his children and grand- 
children wealthy. 

John Mullanphy died in 1833, full of years 
and riches, leaving eight heirs. Thse were 
his widow, Elizabeth, and his children Ann, 
Oatherine, Eliza, Octavia, Jane, Mary and 
Bry n. 

He left a will, but !t was upset and the 
heirs agreed to an equal division of the 

roperty. The widow of course got her 


profit of 10 per cent. The capitalization 
will be equally divided into common and 7 
per cent commutation preferred stock, of 
which $14,000,000 preferred and _ $12,000,000 
common will be issued. Funded debt to the 
amount of $10,000,000 first mortgage 6 per 
cent bonds has been authorized. Of this 
about $8,000,000 will be put out.

These 
will be. prudential treasury reserves, and 
the company will start with a working cap- 
ital of $3,000,000. Officers will be elected 
next Tuesday.

tepublican organs and leaders are greatly embarrassed by 
the results of the election in the Eighth Congressional Dis- 
trict. They are confronted by their own statements of the 
significance of the contest. Before the election they called the 
country’s attention to its importance and, counting upon 
Detnuocratic dissension and disaffection, predicted a heavy cut 
in the Democratic majority. To this end they made a de- 
termined contest, concentrating the fight on the expansion 
issue and the McKinley Administration’s policy. 
In view of these facts the returns are especially significant.

Despite the unfavorable circumstances of the Demo- 
cratic campaign and the expected Democratic disaffection, the 
Shackleford vote was within 2402 of the last Bland vote, 
whereas Voshol!l’s vote fell 3002 below his vote in his contest 
with Isiand. Shackleford’s plurality is 3443, an increase of 600 
over Bland’s plurality of 1®98. It is evident that Shackleford 
gained by Republican losses; in short, that more Republicans 
than Democrats stayed away from the polls, or that some 
Republicans voted for the Democratic candidate 
With the issue clearly made on the Administration’s policy 
and with desperate appeals from Republican organs and lead- 
ers for party indorsement of the Administration, the figures 


are extremely significant. They show that a considerable 
number of Republican voters agree with the Democratic 
platform denouncing militarism and imperialism an@._ the 


syndicate conspiracy to mislead and plunder the people. 

Chairman Akins says that the result in the Eighth District 
shows that the Democrats turn out to vote for their candidate, 
good or bad. He implies that the Republicans do not follow 
this rule. Over 3000 Republicans failed to vote for Vosholl. 
Does Mr. Akins’ mean to say that Vosholl was a bad candidate? 
If he does not he must admit that the Republicans had a bad 
cause.

" e season of the year in which 
to bi gl an en Prepare the ground for 
them before they are received by having 
it dug up to a depth of at least a foot—a 
foot and a half is better—and worked ove! 
until it is mellow,” writes Eben KE. Rexford 
in the September Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“Mix with it a liberal quantity of old, rot- 
ten manure from the cowyard, or, if this 
is not obtainable, use bonemeal in the pro- 
portions of one er to a square yard of 
soil. If the soil Is naturally heavy, it Is 
well to add considerable sand to make It 
lighter and more porois. Plant the bulbs 
as soon as possible after they are received, 
as they are greatly injured by exposure to 
the air. Set tulips and hyacinths six inches 
deep, smaller bulbs from four to five 
inches. All bulbs should be piaced five or 
six inches apart, and each kind kept by 
itself.’’

Ifere is bis opinion of war:' 
Mr. President: My theme to-day is war, and I am against it. I wish I had all che 
gifts to speak my abhorrence of war. : é; 

Art, poetry, romance and history have magnified and glorified the soldier, but the 
time is coming when these great instruments of power will desert their favorite theme 
and lead the great forces of thought away from the slaughter house up to the bigher 
fields of human action.

HOLDING HIM TO GRANDJURY. 


That Is the Purport of the Inquiry of 
the Survivor of the Fourth 


of July Tragedy. 


Bugene, or Hughey, Donnelly, stood before 
the bar in Judge Clark's division of the 
Court of Criminal Correction Thursday 
morning to see whether or not he should be 
held to the grandjury. He was ararigned for 
shooting Mrs. Grace Miller, wife of his em- 
ployer, at his store in North Broadway, the 
morning of July 4, acording to the verdict 
of the Coroner's jury at the time. 

This tragedy was one of the most remark- 
able of recent years tn St. Louis. Donnelly. 
who clerked for Miller, it is asserted, was 
in love with Mrs, Miller. Knowing that noth- 
ing could come of it, he shot her a? ae 
and, just before life became extinct, he bent 
over her, as she lay in the street, eieed her 
head in his arms and kissed her passion- 
piely.. in her husband's sight. Then, stand- 
in the crowd with his revolver, he fled. 

he crowd in the courtroom was smail 
@nd those inside the bar were as numerous 
as were those in the spectators’ benches. 
Several young girls in flashy hats were con- 
epicuous just back of the railing. They lls- 
tened attentively, apparently for something 
salacious, but looked disappointed when 
they heard the tameness of the testimony. 

Donnelly walked out from the jail just 
at 11:15 o'clock. He was dressed in black, 
coat, waistcoat and trousers. He wore a 
collar and tie and his shoes were neatly 
blacked. Escorted by the turnkey he took 
his place in the defendant's chair and the 
witnesses were calied. Judge James Mc- 
Bride, his lawyer, shook hands with Don- 


nelly. 

i aanelly looked stolid as he entered the 
courtroom. His eyes were somewhat red, 
as if from. weeping, and he hung his head 

. ae he walked across to his seat. He rested 
his elbows on the arms of the chair and 
the imprese.on he made was that he was 
witnessing his first court trial. which in- 
terested him curiously.
